Thompson, Barry Elmes and Al Henderson, 
and completed her Master of Arts degree in 
2002.

She has studied South Indian classical 
vocal music with Sankari Krishnan, 
T.Vishwanathan, K. Subramaniam and N. 
Ramani, percussion with Glen Velez, Sal 
Ferreras and Russell Hartenberger, and piano 
with Casey Sokol and Francine Kay. 

Suba Sankaran is co-founder and co- 
artistic director of world ensemble 
autorickshaw. She regularly performs with 
world music ensembles autorickshaw and 
Trichy's Trio, Renaissance vocal music with 
Voyces Past, jazz with the FreePlay Duo, and 
sings a cappella 80's hits with Retrocity. 

Recent recording credits include 
autorickshaw (autorickshaw), Catch 
21(Trichy's Trio), thoughts and fancies 
(Voyces Past), In The Pocket (Wibijazz'n’), . 
Everybody Sing! (Hampton Avenue) and 
Picture This (Andrea Florian and Tracy 
Jones). 

Alongside her work at the University of 
Toronto, she currently teaches and directs 
choirs at York University, the Royal Con- 
servatory of Music and Earl Haig Secondary 
School. As well as conducting workshops, 
Suba is in demand as a private teacher and as 
an arranger for various choirs in Canada.
